Davis summoned a jury and held 
an ino,ue*t and the jury, after 
viewing and making I search c\f 
the remains, returned the follow- 
ing verdict: 

We, the jury summoned to in- 
vestigate into the caiis< of the 
death of an unknown man whose 
remains were found on the hill 
just below the lower cut off branch, 
about one-half mile from the town 
limits, tind a* follows: The flesh 
had all rotted away and the 
skeleton had fallen to pieces, 
and no piper or other evidences 
could be ascertained. We found 
evidence from the coat sufficient 
toeoornsoeoj that the man had 
noma I i his death by a gun shot 

wound, and from a 10 cent coin 
found by the side of his Iwncs, 
dated I'.mi.;, we lind that he came 
to his death since l!HM, and that 
his name, or the cause of hi- death, 
is unknown to us, and. judging 
from the apperancc of his teeth 
and other parts of his skeleton, he 
was a man past fifty years of age. 
We found that seven of his ribs 
had been fractured at some pre- 
vious time and had healed, and
